2. Claims 2, 5 and 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kao Corporation, JP-4-100534A. 



3 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/30/01 have been fiilly considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant obviously misunderstood the examiner's rejection. For this reason the examiner will try 
again. "Consisting essentially of is not "consisting". "Consisting essentially of excludes only 
those ingredients, which will change the basic and novel characteristics of the product defined in 
the balance of the claim. Since applicant's specification explicitly states, in the paragraph 
overlapping pages 6 and 7, that substantially perfluorinated polymethylene moieties containing 6 



to 50 carbon atoms are usable in the instant invention, the presence of a methacrylate including a 
C 4 or higher perfluoroalkyl group, or a perfluoroalkyl group, wpura not be excluded by the 
"consisting essentially of language. Were applicant to change the "consisting essentially of

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language to "consisting", the examiner would immediately drop his rejection, and would issue the 
instant application in its entirety.
